;o pay a single cent. The pay these 
men get allows them to live in comfort, 
and refusing to pay their honest bills, 
makes it hard upon those they owe. 
One of the specifications on the applica- 
tion of these men is, that they be of 
go6d character. Taking advantage of 
thfs clause, the men who are being 
cheated out of their rightful due are to 
take steps to bring the matter to the at- 
tention of the Navy department, and are 
organizing with the view of getting their 
payment, if it is possible.

"Mr. William Shark describes in Lon- 


don Literature a visit, while in Algeria, 
to a street of caged women. It seems 
It is forbidden to Europeans after dark, 
but he wandered In, partly through in- 
cident, partly through curiosity. He 
writes: 


"Some women were in barred rooms 


and some in cages, offered tor sale. 


"The woman in the first cage I passed 


was rather pretty, and, though her hair 
was dark, she had pale blue eyes. Her 
long, loose tresses were everywhere 
clasped with little blue brooches, and I 
noticed that her lips, the end of her 
ears and her finger tips were stained a 
dull red. She accosted me in Moorish- 
French, and asked me if I would not 
like to take her away from these jack- 
als of Moors and Arabs. I said I was 
a stranger, a wayfarer, and if here to- 
day might be far to-morrow. She told 
me she was not an Arab ('Allah be 
praised!') and not a Moor, either, but a 
Koulourli—that is, the child of a Moor- 
ish woman by a Turkish father. 


"One 
girl's face and manner im- 


pressed me greatly. She was not beau- 
tiful, hardly pretty, but she had a sin- 
gularly winsome face, with large, fine 
gazelle-like eyes. She was a European, 
a Spaniard from one of the Baleric 
Isles. Strangely, she was very fair, 
with blonde hair full of a dusky gold 
sheen. She had been taken to Oran, 
at the extreme western end of Algeria, 
by a Spanish naval officer, and there 
in a few weeks been deserted. 
For 


some months she was a derelict in that 
old Hispano-Mauresque town. 
After 


her child was born she had gone in- 
land, to hill-set Tlemcen. the old Moor- 
ish city that stands -within sight of the 
frontier of Morocco. There a rich 
Moor had taken her to his harem. On 
hie death, a few months later, she had 
been purchased by a Jew from Algiers, 
and straightway sold to a young 
Turk at Bonn 
The Turk, when tired 


of her, disposed of his property to an 
Arab Sheik, who had grown tired of 
her in turn and placed her in the street 
cage, an article for sale. For some 
minutes I stood talking to the poor, 
imprisoned creature, when a passing 
guard took notice of the Incident and 
whispered to me in French to move 
away at once and return to the foreign 
quarter. 
He had passed on before I 


could see his face. The next moment 
I descried the evil countenance of a 
Jewish-looking Moor, behind the cage 
of the Oran woman. He was her own- 
er, and had been listening to our con- 
versation. When he discovered that he 
bad not a purchaser to deal with he 
came forward brusquely. 


"Do vou want her or not?" he de- 


manded, 
sneeringly, in gutteral 
Al- 


gerian French. 'No?' Then be off with 
you, 
infidel dog, and by the way you 


came if you value your skin!"

A few minutes later, just as I 
was casting forward, I felt a violent 
cheek, heard a snap, and found I had 
hooked another swallow some feet 
above the ground, and this time the 
shock had broken my top. 
I disen- 


gaged the bird, put on a spare top and 
fished on with some trepidation. But 
though the swallows were still numer- 
oii6, the experience was not repeated. 
Of other queer catches I may mention 
that I have several times hooked bats 
foul when fishing late in the evening 
on the same stream, and very nasty

and girls in procession in the principal 
streets, brandishing sharp kulvws nnd 
making threats is too much for Salem 
to stand. 


The girls at the Fenwlck 
Tomato 


Canning Factory, operated by Starr 
Bros., demanded n raise of one cent a, 
bucket 
for peeling tomatoes. They 


wanted 5 cents Instead of 4. 


This was refused, whereupon every 


girl in the factory went npou. a strike. 
They marched to Harry Lambert's fac- 
tory on North Second street, where 
they were joined by the women and 
girls there. They numbered with this 
addition 200. 


Every girl carried the knife with 


which she peels tomatoes, and brand- 
ishing these in the air they went to 
Jones & Ayar'8 factory to the rhythmic 
shout of "Five cents!" "Five cents!" 


They were denied admission to this 


factory and the women there refused 
to go out. hen, It is said, they made 
threats and acted Just like striking 
men do sometimes. The Mayor nnd 
the Chief of Police had to order them 
away before they would leave. It Is 
said that charges of making threats 
will be made against the girls.

FEVER CAUSES A PANIC, 


Citizens at Key West Trying to Es- 
„ - 
cape From Yellow Jack. 


Key West, Fla., Sc-pt. 3.—The numbei 


of yellow-fever cases increases daily 
and there Is a. small panic prevailing 
here, especially among the unacclimut 
ed. More than one hundred persons 
left, and there aiv seveial hundred 
more anxious to get away. Many have 
no money to pay their fares to Ne,\v 
York. A strict quarantine maintained 
by the State Board of Health cannot be 
evaded by sailing vessels to laud them 
at southern points. Several attempts 
to get to mainland by small parties- 
In boats have come to grief, as tho.\ 
were stopped aud compelled to turn 
back by patrol launches. There arc 
new cases reported every day. 


Dr. Porter, who has arrived here if- 


managing affairs with a tirui hand and 
he has the confidence of the com- 
munity. Before this the Board here 
was unwilling to give out information 
and the icsiilt was a panic, as the peo- 
ple did not know the extent of the 
fever nor of its virulence. It is too 
early yet to prophesy about its dura- 
tion, but ns there are many hero who 
are comparatively strangers to this city 
nnd climate it is very likely that the 
disease will run its full course. Sani- 
tary work is being pushed aud tin- 
town cleaned up most thoroughly. In 
the 
house-to-house canvass 
several 


cases of concealment of yellow fever 
patients wore found. Hereafter such 
concealment will be promptly punish- 
ed. There arc now at leant thirty 
known cases.

Public M Preliminary Statement 
of Ills Observations—Says Island* 
Would Prove Very Valuable to 
United State*. 


Washington, Sept. 5.—President Me- 


Kluley has become much interested In 
Ur. .Scliurmnn's description of his ob- 
servations in the Philippines, and there 
will be smother conference at 
the 


White House between the President, 
Secretary Hay and Dr. Schurmau. 
There has been no u rltte.ii report from 
the Philippine Commission submitted, 
nor has Dr. Schurman, as presfdont of 
the commission, filed any written state- 
nuut of his investigations. From data 
in his possession, he has described the 
situation as it Impressed him, and he 
lias indicated to the President the mag- 
nitude of undertaking the government 
of the Philippines, lie thinks that it 
is a remarkable country, the vast do- 
main of which will prove very valuable 
to the I'nited States. 


Jt is certain that no written report 


from the Commission will be submitted 
until every member reaches Washing- 
ton. It Ls intended, however, that a 
full report from the Commission and 
an individual report from every mem- 
ber shall be in the possession of tho 
President before Congress convenes. 
It will then be submitted to Congress 
for action. President Schurman pro- 
poses to await tho arrival of Admiral 
Dewev before beginning work on his 
imlhidunl report. Pi of ess-or Worcester 
and Col. Denby will lea\e Manila with- 
in a fow weeks for the United States 
nnd are o\pected in Washington before 
Nov. 1. It is not improbable fiat Con. 
Otis will also fomo baok to the United 
States to he present at the mectiug of 
the Commission which will be hold in 
Wa^hingtMi some tune in November. 
As io this however, nothing definite 
has been determined, and should Gen. 
Oils rmain at Manila, he will forward 
his individual report embodying his 
views on the conditions in the islands 
and hK suggestions for a government 
of the country. 


With the complete reports of tho 


Commission and its members in his 
possession, together with the data they 
have collected. President 
McKinlc.V 


will submit to Congress a message 
transmitting the whole subject to Con- 
srrcss for action, looking to the estab- 
lishment of a government for tho Phil- 
ippines. 


The regular mooting of tho Cabinet 


was attended by all the members ex- 
cept Score)ary Lone:, who is out of the 
city. It was devoted almost entirely 
to an account of Dr. Schurman's ob- 
servations in the Philippines, ns re- 
called by tho President nnd Secretary 
Hay trom the White House conference 
of last Saturday evening.

by that of refined oil, and the value ol 
the refined oil is fixed by European de 
niimd, not by the Standard Oil Coin 
puny, lie said the reason for the dif- 
ference in the price of refined oil in 
various parts of this country was be- 
cause of the difference in cost of trims 
portation and the difference in the 
grades of oil. Competition, he said, 
bad Blight effect and was only tem- 
porary. 


"What I want to know," exclaimed 


Commissioner Fnrquhnr, "is who hue 
fleeced the public—the speculators ot 
the Standard?" 


"In the seventies and eighties," re- 


plied the witness, "before the Oil Ex- 
change quotations wore ignored, men 
fluid oil who never bought-it back, and 
thus they became enormously rich, 
The first exchange was established in 
1871, and the Petroleum Exchange in 
New York was opened in 1877. The 
'lambs supported the Exchange, and 
they generally lost. To the Standard 
and to the Producers' Protective Asso- 
ciation 1 give credit iu joint action in 
removing this injudicious and wild 
speculation. We now have reached the 
place where the consumers make the 
prtee of oil in their demand for it." 


"Is the Standard opposed lo the Oil 


Exchange in New York." 


"No, not opposed; simply indifferent 


'as lo whether it exists. In the parly 
days of the Exchanges mere rumors 
would wreck tho market, and scouts 
were employed to get as Hose to the 
truth as possible regarding now wells. 
Producers \vlio remained away from 
the Exchanges always got wealthy; 
those who speculated invariably got 
poor." 


"Why do not the producers success- 


fully refine their own oil?" 


"The 
two businesses are widely 


separated," replied Mr. Boyle, "and a 
good producer might easily lose every- 
thing In the refining business. There 
it) the Producers' Pioteetive Associa- 
tion, which is one of the iuo«t secret 
organizations ever formed, and which 
has grown into tho Pure Oil Trust." 


"1 object to that name, 'Trust,' " ex 


claimed Mr, Philips .\\lio is an ofllcor 
In tho Pure Oil rcftsipany. "Two other 
gent lemon present aro stockholders 
nlso." 


"Your first president, David Kirk, 


called it a trust," retorted Mr. Boyle. 
"It was organized in Taylor's Hotel. 
_Jpi-q»7 .plte^Jn 1807, and the power of 
•"•nio octupus has grown from that mo- 
ment. They attempted then, and still 
nre attempting to take in other inde- 
pendent concerns, and are meeting 
with fair success. Here are their arti- 
cles of Incorporation and their bylaws. 
All through the concern calls itself a 
trust." 


"Mr 
Philips," fa'ul Mr. Farquliar. 


after examining the papers, "these arti- 
cles forming the Pure Oil Company are 
almost 
identical 
with those of the 


Standard Oil Company. I have soon 
the other, and this is identical in 
places, except that file Standard papers 
contain no such remarkable provision 
as Incorporating a company with stock 
at .$5, and inserting a clause that, in 
event of dissolution, tlie stock shall be 
worth not loss than $110.

MANUFACTURE OF MATCHES 


«f tte 


The BaBtiftcturt of matches, trivia 


as it mar M*m. is one of the larger 
and most important existing. So law 
an amount of money is invested ii 
their manufacture that in France it Ii 
a Government monopoly and a consld 
erable portion of the revenue of th» 
State la derived from this source. Th< 
yearly value of the matches made IT 
England alone Is said to amount t< 
nearly 110,000,000 each year, and tha 
the numbers that the makers turn ou 
daily exceed 300,000,000. 
In Franci 


the Government monopoly is let to i 
company for a minimum annual pay 
ment of over $5,000,000, with a grea 
increase if a certain number Is ex 
ceeded. 
Among the largest factoriet 


in Europe are those of the Scandlnav 
Ian peninsula and England. 
In Ger 


many, however, there are between 20t 
and 300 factories. 
Of the dangeroui 


material phosphorus, which is employ 
ed in the manufacture, between 1,00( 
and 2,000 tons are annually consumed 


The general character of phosphorus 


is that of an exceedingly Inflammable 
substance, burning slowly in the open 
air and shining with a luminous ap- 
pearance in the dark. 
In this state it 


is one of the most poisonous 
sub- 


stances known, less than two grains 
having been known to cause the death 
of an adult human being, and innu- 
merable cases have occurred of chil- 
dren being poisoned by sucking the 
ends of a few matches. 


On the other hand, heated without 


exposure to the air for some short time 
the phosphorus changes into a red 
powder, which is perfectly insoluble 
in water, not combustible and not in 
the slightest degree poisonous. 
In 


this latter state it is mixed with other 
substances and placed on the outside 
of the boxes of what are termed safety 
matches. 
These matches consist ol 


non-poisonous chemical materials that 
will not ignite when struck on any or- 
dinary surface, but arc immediately 
set on fire by rubbing on the box. 
which is covered with a preparation ol 
innocuous red phosphorus. 


But, unfortunately, 
the public at 


large prefers matches which will ignite 
when struck on any surface and the 
manufacture of these is necessarily at- 
tended with risk to the workers, the 
people who are most seriously affected 
being the girls who pack the finished 
matches in the boxes in which they are 
gold. 
By practice their dexterity be- 


comes so great that they almost invari- 
ably take up in one hand the exact 
number requlied.

.Tunmlnc Pipe Sterna. 


In Turkey, the jasmine is extensively 


grown for the manufacture of pipe 
stems. For this purpose the stems of 
the growing plant are trained with the 
greatest care until they ha\e attained 
the proper length and size. The bark 
is protected by a wrapping of varnish- 
ed linen or calico. Two or three times 
a year this will be taken off and the 
bark treated to a citron juice bath. 
This is said to give it the light color 
so much sought after. Some of these 
pipe stems are from ten to eighteen 
leet in length and bring as much as 
$100 each.

Llatta Orientailis, is sufficient to allaj 
the fears of the most particular. Cock 
roach tea is a favorite domestic medi 
cine with the working classes in Rus- 
sia. If cockroaches will cure us, there 
is no reason why spiders should not b« 
tried also. As a matter of fact, they 
have been used by the homoeopaths foi 
years. Solomon told us we could find 
spiders even in kings' palaces, but now- 
adays we can trace them in innocent- 
looking tinctures and sugar pills. Tar- 
antula pilules is a title that should be 
worth a fortune if well advertised,and a 
tincture prepared from the mygale— 
the great bird-eating spider of Mexico 
—ought ceitainly to possess equal vir- 
tues. Our choice, however, is not con- 
fined to giant spiders. 


The garden spider, with the gold 01 


silver body, so common in the bum- 
mer, will yield a useful preparation— 
if we may trust to the homoeopa- 
thic pharmacopeia. 
A few oi! these 


insects rubbed down in a mortar with 
a little spirit, will make a "moth- 
er tincture," from 
which countless 


dilutions can be prepared. If this will 
not suffice, the black curacoa spider 
from West Indian orange groves, oi 
the gray spider of Kentucky, may be 
used, according to taste. The homoeo- 
paths are fond of beetles, and they 
treat ladybirds in tbe same way as 
spiders. They also get an essence from 
the Colorado beetle—the Insect which 
ruined the potato crops a few years 
back. It is one tiling to rob the bees 
wholesale ar.d secure their wax and 
honey, hut it Is rather hard lines on 
poor apis meliifica, to turn her into 
medicine as well. But she has to go in 
with the rest, and yield her life in the 
cause of science. 
Of course, anyone 


who has felt a bee's sting knows what 
a powerful drug its poison must be. 
It's rather dangerous work robbing a 
hive of bees of their stings and poison. 
The method recommended in books is 
simple, but exciting. The bees are to 
be caught in a bottle as they leave theh 
home in the morning. They are then 
deprived of their poison 
bags and 


stings by means of scissors, and the 
severed portions are soaked in spirit 
to make a tincture. 


Besides insects, other queer things 


are used in medulne at the present 
time. To give only two examples, rem- 
edies are prepared from the starflsh 
and the crayfish. Snake venom—no- 
tably that of the cobra, the rattlesnake 
and the adder—is 
sometimes used. 


Nowadays a great many drugs of ani- 
mal origin are 
being experimented 


with, and some people prophesy that 
they will eventually oust all the rest.

From 
July to No\ ember two "schools" oi 
killers may be seen every day, eitbei 
cruising to and fro across the entrance 
of the bay or engaged in a Titanic com- 
bat with a whale—a "right" whale, a 
"humpback" or the long, swift "On- 
back." 
But they 
ba^e 
never been 


known to tackle the great sperm whale 
except when the great creature has 
been wounded by his human enemies 
And to witness one of the^e mighty 
struggles is worth 
traveling man> 


thousand miles to see; it is terrible 
awe-mspiring and wonderful. 


The killer ranges in length from ten 


feet to twenty-five feet. Their bieatli- 
ing apparatus and general anatomy is 
much similar to that 
of the sperm 


whale. 
They spout, "breach" and 


"sound" like other cetaceans, and are 
of the same migratoiy habit as the two 
"schools" which haunt Two-fold bay 
always leaving there about November 
28 to cruise in other seas, returning to 
their headquarters early in July, when 
the humpback and finback whale make 
their appearance on the coast of New 
South Wales, traveling northward tc 
the breeding-grounds on the Bampton 
shoals, the coast of New Guinea and 
tbe Moluccas. 


The head of the luller is of enormous 


strength, the mouth being armed in 
both jaws with fearful teeth, from two 
inches to three inches long and set 
rather widely apart. 
In color they 


show an extraordinary variation, some 
being all one hue—brown, black or dull 
gray; others are black, with large ir- 
regular patches or streaks 
of 
pure 


white or yellow; others are dark brown 
with black and yellow patches. 


And now comes the curious and yet 


absolutely truly described part that 
the killers play in this ocean tragedy. 
The killers, the moment the whale is 
dead, close around him, and, fastening 
their teeth into his body, bear him to 
the bottom. Here they tear out hi:: 
tongue and eat about one-third of the 
blubber. In aboui thirty-six to forty 
hours the carcass w ill i ise again to the 
surface, and as the spot where he has 
been taken down has been marked by 
a buoy, the boats are ready waiting to 
tow him ashore to the 
trying-out 


works. The killers accompany the 
boats to the head of the bay and keep 
off the sharks, which otherwise would 
strap off all the remaining blubber be- 
fore the body had reached the shore. 


The killers never hurt a man. Time 


after time have boats been stove in or 
smashed into splinters by a whale, and 
the crew left struggling in the water, 
to be rescued by the "pick-up" boat, 
and the killers swim up to them, look 
at—aye, and smell them—but never 
touch them. And wherever the killers 
are, the sharks are not, for Jack Shark 
dreads a killer as the devil dreads holy 
water. "Jack" will rush in and rip off a 
piece of blubber if he can, but he will 
watch his chance to do so.

Is Asphalt Liquid «r Solid? 


Down in Trinidad, where most of the 


asphalt used in paving the streets is 
produced, opinion is divided as to 
whether the substance may be classed 
as a liquid or a solid. Upon this issue 
a recent trial in Trinidad turned. The 
stratum of pitch in that island is usu- 
ally from four to seven feet below the 
suiface, and when cut through, the 
ntch melts and oozes out. So if a man 
dug down near his neighbor's lot, he 
would be able to collect pitch coming 
from under his neighbor's land. The 
plan was described by one of the wit- 
nesses as "the plan adopted when you 
want to iig your neighbor's pitch." It 
'bulges out," he explained, "and you 
shave it off each morning." But suit 
was brought by one outraged neighbor 
whose pitch had thus been shaved off 
in adjoining land. The defense was that 
an underground stratum of pitch was 
like so much water, no man's property 
until appropriated. But the court held 
that pitch was a mineral, and that you 
had no more right to abstract It from 
a neighbor by the oozing process than 
you would have to tap his deposit of 
iron or silver.
